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REPORT OE SE LE CTMEN. 


To the Taxpa vers of the Town of Rutland : — 

The Selectmen whom you thought proper, ui your l ist annual 
Town Meeting to elect, and to act for you as agents of the town, 
in Certain cases, have endeavored to do their duty, without fear 
or favor, and to the best of their ability, for the interest of this, 
the most populous town in the State, and consequently requiring 
the constant attention of our Board, to the various matters per- 
taining to its .affairs. 

The current expenses of the year will be found on another 
page, and we beg leave to say that not a dollar has been ex- 
pended except what we thought was proper and right, and with 
a view to avoid unnecessary litigation. 

In the building and repairing of new roads. and streets, about 
two thousand dollars has been expended, nearly as follows: — 
Hopkins street, $159.78 ; Cain street, $35.00; Mineral street, 
$16 00, A new road at Sutherland Falls, $440; Prospect 
street extension into Strong’s avenue, $25.00. Blasting rock 
and reducing the grade of the hill south of Tanyard village, 
$274. Repairing and underlaying the eastern end of Perkins 
avenue, $97.96. Widening and building the Deacon Smith" 
road, $641. Repairing the road leading to Mention, $210 and 
•repairing the road leading to Chittenden, $97 ; all of which re- 
pairs are" done thoroughly as far as any are made. The two 
roads referred to, leading to Mendon and Chittenden, being 
travelled with heavy loaded wood and lumber teams, will re- 
quire a small amount laid out on them annually, besides the 
highway taxes, in order to render them passable, and at the 
same time keep the lumbermen good natured. 

We feel in duty bound to report that our contract with Evelyn 
Pierpoint, Esq., for the building, or nt least for the taking down 
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of tlie pier uikV r the new bridge across Otter Creek, and build- 
ing another more substantial one on piles driven into the river 
bed, also included the confinement of the river to its present 
cbanneH by placing a large quantity of cobble stone or boulders 
along the river bank, and to the satislaction ot the Selectmen of 
the town. Mr. Pierpoint as yet has neglected to comply satis- 
factorily with this part of the contract, -and your Selectmen have 
withheld 5850, until the contract is properly complied with. 

The project of widening Church street, and extending the 
same northward to Perkins avenue, was brought before our 
Hoard, by petition, but not seeing the necessity for such road or 
street at the present lime, and particularly as the citizens of the 
north part of the town, who are heavy tax payers, are all opposed 
to such an expense, with little or no benefit, we refused to lay out 
ibis street. The petitioners took appeal, and a board of County 
Commissioners have laid said street, allowing to the land pro- 
prietors $2,812 damages, as follows :

I herewith annex a list of persons who liaye received aid out- 
side the Poo/house, and the amount annexed to each name, and 
our charitably inclined citizens can at all times ascertain who 
are the really deserving poor of the Town. 

There have been admitted to the Poorhouse during the year, 
,70 different persons, and the average number 15. 

There have been two deaths at the House, 1 adult and 1 child, - 
and four among the poor who hare received aid outside, 3 adults 
and 1 child. 

In determining who are objects of charity, your Overseer is 
only human , mol consequently liable to err, and he feels assured 
if lie has erred, it has been on the side of mercy. 

You will see from the statein 'nt a small reduction in the ex* 

0 
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penses of maintaining the poor in town the past year ; the cause 
of which I attribute, in part at least, to the system of maintain-, 
ing more of the poor at the Farm. 

Upon this subject you have heretofore heard my views.

Deducting from the above, the expense of furnace, gas pipes, 
gas fixtures and labor, chairs and ot her furniture, coal, grading, 
fencing, marble walks, paving &c., &r, and the sum total of the 
cost of the town portion of the town ball building is about 
$25,000 

Our townspeople are aware, however, that the village corpor- 
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alion, under their contract with the town, have expended on the 
lower story of the building, some sixteen thousand dollars, so 
that the cost of the whole building, proper, including fencing, 
grading, marble walks, heating, light ing, furniture and every- 
thing else, as it stands to-day, with the exception oi the fire 
engines and the accutrements belonging to the fire department, 
is about forty-five thousand dollars. 

I need not here add, that when the town voted to build this 
town hall the sum proposed to be expended, was twenty thousand 
dollars, and money could have been made by any contractor, in 
building such a structure as was then proposed. But gentle-' 
men who did not vote for the construction of the hall at that time 
come forward like men, and said they would back up the select- 
men in building an edifice that none need be ashamed of and 
that would be worthy of the place. 

As this communication and report is for information to out- 
fellow townspeople, the subscriber will be ready and willing to 
answer any qusstions that may be submitted to him at the town 
meeting on Tuesday Dext. 

With many thanks to Mr. Billings and Mr. Gilmore, my asso- 
ciates on the board of selectmen, for their willing and generous 
aid, and valuable advice, and to our townspeople generally, for 
their patience in waiting until the present time, fur a report of 
where ar.d how their money has been expended, I submit the 
whole matter to you, who are entitled to know everything con- 
nected with our town affairs.
